BOTH MAINE AND RHODE 
ISLAND RECENT YEARS HAVE 
REJECTED PROPOSALS 


that would have brought casino gambling to 
those states. Maine probably did the right 
thing, since the deal on the table dispro- 
portionately favored casino interests. But 
the case was less clear-cut in Rhode Island, 
where an opportunity to leverage an already 
robust tourism business may well have been 
lost. While the factors at play in Rhode 
Island and Maine were not at all similar, 
there was a common denominator: despite 
robust state lotteries, the political leader- 
ship chose to pretend they had a moral aver- 
sion to gambling. In fact, they were prob- 
ably more concerned about dealing with 
unfamiliar special interests they've yet to 
deal with on a regular basis, as opposed to 
those special interests with which they usu- 
ally do business. 

Whether Maine or Rhode Island did the 
right thing is not a consideration here in 
Massachusetts, where it seems certain that 
at least one Native American tribe will soon 
usher in a new age of casino gambling. 
What is of concern, however, is whether 
Massachusetts leaders will act responsibly 
and — to the extent to which they can, 
given the latitude Native American pre- 
rogatives — hammer out as coherent an 
economic-development plan for gambling 
as is possible. We’ve got to hand it to Boston 
Mayor Thomas Menino for pitching Suffolk 
Downs as a possible casino site if Middlebor- 
ough should fizzle. State Treasurer Timothy 
Cahill so far has shown initiative in this ar- 
ea, well. And Governor Deval Patrick has 
dropped hints that might not averse 
wheeling and dealing. 

Raising taxes in Massachusetts appears 
politically impossible. Yet the desire 
and the need for more revenue grows. With 
the state lottery projecting a less robust 
future for itself, political leaders would 
irresponsible not leverage casino gam- 
bling the public interest. the first 
six months of this year, gambling lobby- 
ists have spent approximately $500,000 to 
influence the Massachusetts government. 
That is almost as much as they spent in the 
state during all of this past year. Clearly 
something is up. Massachusetts should not 
Pass on opportunities that Rhode Island and 
Maine were too timid too unimaginative 
seize. 


CONLEY’S ERROR, 
CHALLENGE 
Suffolk County District Attorney Dan 
Conley was out of line when he tried to 
make Boston Police Commissioner Ed 
Davis's decision to name a new head of the 
homicide division into a public stink.

fair, Conley was not totally off- 
base. Under Massachusetts law, the homi- 
cide squad serves two masters: the police 
department, within which it works, and 
the DA. Even more than the mayor or the 
police chief, Conley’s office that has 
ultimate responsibility for murder investi- 
gations. 

As such, he and his lead homicide pros- 
ecutor, David Meier, have been trying 
force real reforms including better wit- 
ness-identification procedures, increased 
use of the grand jury to develop investi- 
gations, and more careful and thorough 
collection evidence through police 
department that too often too resistant 
to change. 

Detective Daniel Coleman, the man 
who was just axed the homicide chief, 
worked hard to implement those reforms.

Lee as the new homicide chief. That is 
his right. The hope that fresh but 
experienced talent will bust through 

the impediments that are keeping arrest 
rates low and the number gun-related 
crimes high. 

Davis, who served as Lowell's top cop 
before coming to town, was greeted with 
public acclaim when his appointment 
to Boston was announced. Since then, 
there has been more than a little back- 
room second guessing about how well 
will perform this much tougher, 
more visible, and politically challenging 
environment. 

So far, though, Davis has been doing 
rather well. He handled the return of 
the Guardian Angles smoothly. He was 
tough, but did not overreact when the re- 
cent police-exam scandal broke. And he 
did the right thing by changing homicide 
leadership. 

DA Conley will no doubt come to his 
senses and realize that his place the 
constellation of law enforcement is to be 
part of the solution, not to be one of the 
many problems it faces. What remains to 
be seen is whether the Boston Police will 
continue follow along the path that Con- 
ley, Meier, and Coleman have been leading 
them down. Commissioner Davis thinks 
he needs new blood. So be it. But let’s hope 
that the new blood is committed to keep- 
ing reform alive in the police department.

In 1971, King was an 18-year-old 
pout with a drug 
problem. He and two friends went 
to Newbury Street in search of drugs 
and, in a still-mysterious chain of 
events, King fatally shot a man named 
John Labanara. By June of 1972, he was 
sentenced to life without parole for first- 
degree murder. Clouded by a haze of ad- 
diction, King spent his first months in 
prison wondering how he'd gotten there, 
and how he'd become the kind of person 


three degrees, and kicked his drug addiction. 


or so supporters behind him, he’s applied to 
the Governor’s Council for commutation 
three times. In 2004, the state’s Advisory 
Board of Pardons voted four to three in 
his favor. All that was necessary was 
then-governor Mitt Romney’s approval 
to commute his sentence. Unsurprising- 
ly, that approval never came — possibly 
because Romney’s presidential aspira- 
tions made him cautious. (Romney has 
roudly boasted on the campaign trail 
that he was the first Massachusetts gov- 
ernor to decline every request for a par- 
don made during his four-year term.) 
With Romney having since vacated 
office, King plans to apply again this 
year. Until then, he relies on the connec- 
tions he’s established with the outside 
world through his writing and friends 
in community service. As visiting hours 
draw to a close, King’s optimism wanes 
momentarily as he considers the reading 
series he organized, but has never at- 
tended. “I’m doing what I can,” he says, 
“but when you go out that door, I can’t go 
with you.” 


He founded youth-counseling programs, and 
became a freelance journalist. 

There will be a reading of his poetry on 
Friday, July 27, at the Community Church of 
Boston, as part of a monthly series featuring 
writings by inmates serving life sentences. 
King started the series — Spoken Word of

Death Street King 


Mr. Butch, 1951-2007 


f you didn’t know him, you might cross 
the street when he approached. The rangy 
black man with a scraggly beard and 
dreadlocks looked scary and smelled rank 
—a mix of beer, weed, and God knows 
what else. He played abrasive electric guitar 
— or plastic tub drums — on the street, encour- 
aged donations, and sometimes wore a black 
motorcycle jacket with the words “Goddamn 
Motherfucking Mr. Butch” emblazoned on the 
back. The streets of Boston were his home. On 
cold nights, he'd sleep inside a friend’s apart- 
ment or vehicle. 

On one such night, back in the ’8os, Mr. 
Butch was napping the back busted- 
up van owned by James Ryan, chef-owner 
of the Hoodoo Barbeque, Kenmore Square's 
former hip bar and restaurant above the dear, 
departed Rat. (Butch did odd jobs for Ryan; 
Ryan kept Butch fed and clothed.) The van was 
parked outside Fenway Park. “Somebody was 
trying to boost the truck,” recalls Ryan, “and 
Butch was under a blanket. When he pulled 
the blanket off and sat up,” the intruders beat 
it fast. “Butch said, ‘All 1 saw was asses and el- 
bows running up the street.’” 

Mr. Butch, who was born Harold Madison 
Jr. and grew up in Worcester, died July 12 when 
his Vespa motor scooter crashed along Brighton 
Avenue in Allston, the neighborhood he called 
home after gentrification drove him out of 
Kenmore. Butch was 56. His parents are both 
deceased. He is survived by six siblings. 

Mr. Butch was a streetscape fixture — popu- 
lar among Boston’s punk crowd and with Phoenix 
readers, who persistently voted him their fa- 
vorite “neighborhood character” in the paper’s 
annual Best-issue readers’ polls. He was also 
the subject of a short film made by S.C. Collins, 
Searching for Mr. Butch, which screened at the 2003 
Boston Underground Film Festival. 

“Butch had gone from the hippie to punk 
stage,” says Tina Fairbank, a friend from the ’8os 
punk scene. “He tuned in, turned on, dropped 
out, and stayed that way.” 

Since the mid 'go0s, the one-time “King of 


gave off any negative vibes.” 

Pia Schachter, a punk back in the day and 
a photographer's rep now, called Butch a long- 
time friend — one she once lived with on Mis- 
sion Hill. “He had a heart of gold. He was a 
sage and mentor,” she said. “When I needed a 
mantra or word of advice, I'd go to him. Except 
recently. His brain became addled. He had to cut 
his dreadlocks because he had a bad case of lice, 
and he said to me, ‘I’m not gonna make it. It 
was like cutting off my soul.’ He kind of knew he 
was on his last legs the past two years.” 

On a video posted at MrButchShow.com 
(see thePhoenix.com/Butch), Mr. Butch says, 
single breath: “You got articulate. 
every day and keep going strong and 
straight and use all your heart and all your

declared was running. “It’s the 
smallness our politics.” 

Ironically, Obama’s “new” intellectual 
and reasoned candidacy part long 
modern-Democratic tradition. And that 
both its strength and much its weakness. 

Obama has been fond subtly compar- 
ing himself Abraham Lincoln announc- 
ing his candidacy Springfield, for 
instance, and equating his relative inexperi- 
ence with that Lincoln. Alas, least polit- 
ically, the better comparison is to another 
son of Illinois, Adlai Stevenson, who had 
similar scholarly approach and promised 
end politics usual. talk sense 
to the American people,” he said in his 1952 
Democratic acceptance speech, which could 
have been delivered Obama today. “Let’s 
tell them the truth, that there are no gains 
without pains.” 

The tack has been repeated several times 
since. Eugene McCarthy, who nominated 
Stevenson for president 1960, picked 
the torch igniting the idealistic, the 
young, and the intellectuals within the 
party. McCarthy was then followed George 
McGovern in 1972, Jerry Brown in 1976 (who, 
running at age 38, makes Obama, 46, look 
like a senior citizen), Gary Hart (McGovern’s 
old campaign manager) in 1984, Paul Tsongas 
1992, and Bill Bradley 2000. 

The good news for Obama that all 
these Democrats appealed strongly 
Independents and young voters. Most were 
embraced the press for their attempts 
uplift the dialogue; many were even noted 
for their attempts write quote poetry. 
(The poems youth have surfaced; 
McCarthy traveled with Robert Lowell, and 
the governor like shoemaker?” surfaced 
during his campaign.) Plus, most did better 
than expected the New Hampshire prima- 
Ty, State where more than half the elector- 
ate the Democratic primary now has col- 
lege degree. (Oregon used good locale 
for this brand of candidate, as well.)

Being the favorite the egghead 
wine-and-Brie set (two negative characteriza- 
tions this constituency through the years) 
doesn’t win you enough voters, you see. Thus 
the famous story about Stevenson being 
approached voter who told him that 
had the support every thinking American. 

“Thank you,” supposedly replied.

The same kind of comment echoed in 
1968 from Bobby Kennedy, who wryly noted 
that had the support all the “C” stu- 
dents, while McCarthy had the “A” students. 


BETTER START DRINKING BEER 
Already, one can see impending pitfalls 
Obama’s effort. His speaking 
style, especially debates, professorial. 
Much his fundraising base said 
built around his contacts at his alma mater, 
Harvard Law School. Obama even had 
former professor, Larry Tribe, praise him 
his first ad. 

That’s symptomatic larger concern 
yet addressed: all the candidates the 
Stevenson tradition have, generally speak- 
ing, ranked poorly the black community 
and among the less wealthy voters the 
Democratic Party.

Ditto for Jimmy Carter 
against Brown, Walter Mondale against Hart, 
and Bill Clinton against Tsongas.

still hope 
for the Illinois senator, 
though, given two advan- 
tages that the previous can- 
didates this tradition didn’t 
have. The first that the Democratic 
primary electorate continues get 
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wealthier the less well-off who are less 
likely vote for Obama are less likely 
vote at all. 

The second, and more important, advan- 
tage Obama’s race. And that likely will 
determine whether ends like his 
predecessors transcends their efforts. 
There understandable pride among 
voters whenever “one our own” seeks the 
nation’s highest office. Obama should 
able to capitalize on that. 

It wouldn’t hurt, of course, if he were to 
win New Hampshire, come very close, 
la McCarthy in 1968. The state is essentially 
made-to-order for type campaign, 
and the flood his student volunteers trek- 
king New Hampshire next January 
should considerable. Let’s not forget, 
either, that Obama’s fundraising efforts show 
has already built powerful campaign, 
which gives him good head start. But the 
well-to-do the Democratic universe have 
always favored candidates such Obama. 

The key to his success is not, as the 
press has led us to believe, whether he can 
overcome his relative inexperience. It’s 
whether can appeal someone who 
would rather share a beer with him than a 
glass chardonnay.

His replacement, former 
deputy Ideas editor jenny 
Schuessier, became an 
editor at the Times Book 
Review; later, deputy 
editor john Swansburg 
left for Slate. Now Wen 
Stephenson is heading 
to WBUR. Stephenson's 
replacement, Pulitzer 
winner and Phoenix 
alum Gareth Cook, previ- 
ously received overtures 
from the Times and the 
Washington Post, but 
spurned them to stay at 
the Globe.

University—based public-radio giant, has 
transcended the dysfunction that dogged 
not too long ago. 

Consider three recent hires the sta- 
tion. Wen Stephenson, the editor the 
Boston Globe’s Ideas section, is poised to 
become senior producer Point, 
nationally syndicated newsmagazine. 

Jon Marcus, the former editor of Boston 
magazine and Associated Press alum, 
signed the station’s managing editor 
this past month; took the job trial 
basis, but seems inclined stick around. 
And David Boeri, well-known reporter for 
WCVB-TY, left that station for WBUR ear- 
lier this year; his new local newsmagazine, 
Radio Boston, debuts September. 

Each move comes with asterisk. Ideas 
and Point share broad intellectual sen- 
sibility; Marcus needed gig after splitting 
with Boston 2006; and Boeri has experi- 
ence public broadcasting (as reporter for 
WCBH-TV’s now-defunct Ten O’Clock News) 
and knew Paul Camera, general 
manager, when Camera WCVB. 

Collectively, though, these moves sug- 
gest two bigger trends. time when 
local commercial-radio outlets are cutting 
news and re-emphasizing conservative 
talk, WBUR is, instead, bolstering its 
brand sharpening its already potent 
general-news operation. And the station’s 
future looks bright enough that local-news 
veterans want part it. 


WAKE UP, SMELL THE ROSES 
Contrast this with the turbulent period 
that preceded Camera’s arrival Oc- 
tober 2005. For most of her tenure, Jane 
Christo, general manager from 
1979 to 2004, was known as a talented 


broadcasting visionary; CarTalk and The 
Connection (both of which gained loyal na- 
tional followings) had their genesis under 
her watch, and the station’s audience grew 
But her final years there, 
WBUR seemed close imploding. 

2001, for example, Christo engaged 
public battle with Chris Lydon and 
Mary McCrath, host and producer, respec- 
tively, of The Connection, over the future 
the show and the money generated; 
Lydon and subsequently left the 
station. Then, in September 2004, WBUR 
announced would sell its Rhode Island 
stations, WRNI and WXNI, angering 
individuals given them money and 
prompting investigation the Rhode 
Island attorney general. 

The Globe subsequently reported that 
WBUR had incurred series multi-mil- 
lion dollar deficits, and Christo was hit 
with multiple allegations mismanage- 
ment. (An internal investigation report- 
edly found that some these allegations 
had merit and others did not; in the 
end, WBUR didn’t sell its Rhode Island 
affiliates.) After Christo resigned, 2004, 
interim Peter Fielder arrived with 
mandate whip the station into shape; 
the dismay many, this led the August 
2005 axing of The Connection and host Dick 
Gordon, won high-profile battle 
succeed Lydon the previous year. 

Times have changed. recent con- 
versation with the Phoenix, Camera 
rattles off slew good WBUR news: the 
station’s staff from 125 people two 
years ago 135 today, including four new 
reporting slots; the documentary unit 
making documentaries again; the $10.25 
million underwriting total for the past 


fiscal year was second only New York’s 
WNYC; the entire operation running 
the black. recounts these facts, 
Camera has the Cheshire Cat air man 
watching everything right. “So 
far,” he concludes, “so good.” 

Amid this newfound tranquility, the 
journalistic possibilities presented pub- 
lic radio’s long-form brand news look 
especially attractive even (or especially) 
journalists used working other for- 
mats. Marcus contrasts the current anxiet- 
ies print journalism (diminishing news 
holes, declining revenues, ebbing cir- 
culation, and job cuts) with what he sees 
public radio general and WBUR 
particular (passionate, enthusiastic 
employees, the like which hasn’t 
seen print lately). don’t mean cast 
aspersions the print world,” Marcus 
says, “but there’s lot stress and cyni- 
cism there.” 

Stephenson insists his jump WBUR 
linked dissatisfaction with Ideas 
or the Globe; instead, he says, he’s just a 
huge fan Point. But Boeri, too, casts 
WBUR Sort oasis the journalistic 
wilderness. “Newspapers have shallowed 
out, and TV news has bottomed out,” he 
says. “There’s very little real reporting 
anymore. offered opportu- 
nity in-depth reporting and pursue 
important stories.” 

It’s also worth noting that the Boeri 
and Marcus hires fit stated 
goal increasing the station’s focus 
local news. Bruce Gellerman, WBUR 
alum who hosted Here and Now, WBUR’s 
midday newsmagazine, before being 
dropped 2002, says Camera suc- 
ceeding. The station “sounds like it’s gone 
through a renaissance,” Gellerman says. 
really changed back the mission 
what "BUR was, which was building 
strong local-news organization, and that, 
think, is to La Camera's credit.” 

But Gellerman also injects note 
caution regarding the future. “Right now, 
got National Public Radio doing 
Sirius [satellite radio], doing podcasting,” 
says. “It won’t too long before NPR 
need local stations distribute 
its national products. The question then 
is, what happens local stations? Are 
listeners going want keep not only 
listening local content, but paying for 
local content?” 

It’s good question, and time will 
tell how Camera and WBUR meet this 
challenge. Given where the station was 
three years ago, however, it seems almost 
unfair focus problems that 
quite materialized. WBUR was a mess; 
now it’s not. For the time being, that 
may enough.

That’s not to say that Tsongas would be a 
poor choice represent the Fifth District.

indication, even other campaigns’ staffers 
seem to like her. But some observers are won- 
dering: why did all the party powerhouses 
take her side in a race that features several 
strong Democratic candidates? 

Some the other candidates’ staffs and 
supporters are miffed that so many top Dems 
lined behind Tsongas quickly. After 
all, Tsongas’s contributors comprise a virtual 
Who’s Who of the state’s Democratic fund- 
raisers (Ronald Ansin, Steve Grossman, Alan 
Solomont, Barry White), former officeholders 
(Cheryl Cronin, Scott Harshbarger), lobbyists 
(Thomas O'Neill, Robert White), develop-

leaders (Charles Ansbacher, Susan Paine, 
Josiah Spaulding). 

Plus, many the most influential 
women the state have jumped 
her bandwagon. JudyAnn Bigby, Mary 
Breslauer, Nonnie Burnes, Elyse Cherry, Jane 
Garvey, Barbara Grossman, Swanee Hunt, 
Gloria Larson, Barbara Lee, Jesse Mermell, 
and Elaine Schuster have all contributed to 
the Tsongas campaign. 

It’s the kind of co-ordinated women’s sup- 
port you might expect to converge around a 
promising female politician, but not when 
two viable women are running against each 
other. And it’s particularly odd see politi- 
cally influential women rejecting Donoghue, 
the more experienced woman in the race, in 
favor the candidate known mostly her 
work. Even EMILY’s List, which 
routinely promotes women running for 
office, has taken the unusual step endors- 
ing and raising money solely for Tsongas — as 
Donoghue didn’t exist. 

The explanation may that Democratic 
insiders, though not necessarily convinced 
that Tsongas is the best candidate, got behind 
her because early signs that she was going 
romp the primary. That’s the view 
one political consultant, who not working 
for any the candidates. Others see the 
other way around: those donors are trying to 
clear the path victory, creating sense 
inevitability with their support. 

Either way, comparisons Tom Reilly 
are increasingly heard. Like Tsongas, Reilly 
had the early support, and funding, the 
Democratic elites when ran for governor 
primary. similar fate befell Deb Goldberg 
the primary for lieutenant governor. what 
happened to her happens to Tsongas, will the 
Democratic insiders have any credibility left? 

Tsongas’s monopoly on those party insid- 
ers has seriously hurt Donoghue’s ability to 
raise money — but, according to one of her 
campaign advisors, she’s willing spend 
whatever takes from her own pocket 
compete. Finegold has been a juggernaut, 
raising more than $700,000, with $450,000 
still on hand — almost as much as Tsongas, 
when you subtract over-the-limit contribu- 
tions she can’t use until the general election. 
Eldridge, meanwhile, has carved out niche 
as the lefty candidate, and has raised more 
than quarter-million, which impressive 
for relative unknown. 

Although trailing bit the money race 
Finegold, Donoghue, and Eldridge make 
for with impressive get-out-the-vote 
organizations, observers say. What those 
candidates fear, however, that aura 
Tsongas inevitability could prompt pols and 
unions, anxious to join a winning team, to 
endorse her. They would bring their organi- 
zations with them, supplying just what she 
needs to make that “inevitability” a reality. 


NOT CHANGING THE CLIMATE? 

Perhaps because didn’t involve Madonna 
Fergie, the Union Concerned Scientists’ 
latest report global warming didn’t make 
much splash. The report makes the 

case that, without serious action — not just 
changing light bulbs, but changing state 
and national policies Massachusetts will 
soon have serious problems. 

The report was supposed help bolster 
the backbones state pols, help them 
stand business interests and pass seri- 
ous emissions standards, such as those on 
the books California. 

That silence you heard was the response. 
Perhaps they’ll get just after they 
adopt Governor Deval corporate- 
tax proposals. 

The new report envisions the state cli- 
mate under two possible futures: loosely, 
the do-nothing and the do-something 
scenarios. Under the do-nothing scenario, 
with significant reduction emis- 
sions, mid-century our summers 
Massachusetts will feel like those now 
felt residents Northern Virginia, the 
report claims. 

Sweating profusely will the least our 
problems. Air quality will get worse. “Once- 
in-a-century” coastal flooding will occur 
often every other year. Sea levels rise, 
dramatically accelerating beach erosion. The 
fishing industry will devastated the 
depletion, due warming waters, Atlantic 
cod and lobster. Some crops that require win- 
ter chill periods, including the state’s famous 
cranberries, could become untenable. Skiing 
and other winter activities that drive the 
tourism industry could disappear. 

Related reports from the Cambridge-based 
group make even more dire predictions about 
other New England states. all, it’s serious 
warning about the local economic consequenc- 
global climate change. 

But the report’s release this past week 
didn’t even make most of the local papers. It 
certainly didn’t accomplish its goal prod- 
ding the state government into action. 

The Patrick administration is unilaterally 
undertaking some reforms intended 
to reduce emissions at state agencies, and 
has just released draft new guidelines for 
including greenhouse gas emissions into the 
state’s environmental-review process. 

Unfortunateiy, with the White House 
blocking national efforts, individual states 
that spend lot money implementing 
tough standards might just push businesses 
the state next door. Between now and 
the end Bush’s tenure “is time for states 
like Massachusetts focus inventing 
and designing what may eventually become 
national policy,” says lan Bowles, state 
secretary energy and environmental 
affairs. Full-scale implementation can come 
later. see what trying avoid, see 
the report climatechoices.org/ne.

The Sudanese government and Janjaweed 
militia leaders don’t have start looking 
over their shoulders just yet. the moment, 
the HP Alliance exists solely online, and its 
“membership” equivalent the number 
of MySpace friends it has (9852 at press time).

was working the Russian paradox, 

when it slapped me right in the col- 
umn! refer the Russian paradox 
is the number of fashionable gastro-pubs 
in Boston specializing in small plates and 
drinks based on flavored vodkas, versus the 
near-zero crossover appeal Russian res- 
taurants that specialize small plates and 
drinks based on flavored vodkas. 

The slap was that I completed a two-star 
review of Café Samovar, in Brookline Village, 
just said lack crossover appeal was shut- 
ting down the restaurant.

So I ended up in salvage mode, 
running around late on deadline eve, trying 
to put together a survey column on the four 
remaining Russian restaurants in Boston and 
surrounding towns: Samovar’s Brookline Vil- 
lage competitor, Stoli Bar & Restaurant; the 
former occupant space, Café St. 
Petersburg, now in Newton Centre; Victor’s 
Café in Coolidge Corner; and Vernissage, a 
supper club upstairs from what was once the 
Russian Village gourmet store. 

However, a dinner at Vernissage turned 
up an explanation for the Russian paradox. 
Like all the others, it has a predominantly 
immigrant clientele, but here they were 
having more fun than the immigrants at 
the other Russian restaurants I’ve reviewed. 
Because it was later than | usually dine, the 
music had started. Vernissage has a danc- 
ing space the center the upstairs dining 
room, and most of the patrons took to the 
floor once the two singers revved up their 
background tapes (and little bit live ten- 
or sax) and started belting as the disco lights 
came on. Vernissage is really a supper club, 
as are most other Russian restaurants, espe- 
cially on weekends.

How Live Crew blew from hip-hop comedy act multi-platinum provocateurs

think lot our music got over- 
shadowed by the girls,” says legend- 
ary DJ Mr. Mixx of 2 Live Crew. That 
may seem like the under-statement 
the year, but he’s got point. 

the world rap, there has certainly 
been group that did much bring 
fernales to the front of their lyrics (and 
the front of their stages). But 2 Live Crew 
the novelty act that they are all 
too often remembered as. “The one big 
misconception about Live Crew was that 
everybody was trying to 
make out the 
guys earth,” 
Mixx says. “Before we 
was doing recordings, I 
was making mixtapes 
the hottest rap records, 
and I'd just scratch ina 
Dolemite or Eddie Mur- 
phy record in between 
the breaks. Basically, 
all was doing was 
comedy stuff to a beat. 
We was Eddie Murphy, 
Redd Foxx, and Rich- 
ard Pryor, just as a rap 
group.” The group’s 
figurehead, known 
then as Luke Skyywalker 
and nowadays as Uncle 
Luke, adds, “It was all 
just comedy, and then 
all the controversy 
started and we became misogynists all of a 
sudden. We was like: ‘We ain’t doin’ this to 
offend nobody!’ ” 

Back their heyday the late 
and early ‘90s, the quartet — DJ/producer 
Mixx (David Hobbs), MCs Brother Marquis 
(Mark Ross) and Fresh Kid Ice (Christopher 
Wongwon), and manager/hype-man/first- 
amendment poster child Luther “Luke Skyy- 
walker” Campbell were running shit. 
The group’s label, Luke Skyywalker Records, 
was the first black-owned indie label to have 
two certified gold records. Master couldn’t 
have done his thang Live hadn’t opened 


the door. “When got the record business, 


I wanted to be the next Quincy Jones,” Luke 
says today. “Russell Simmons is still messed 
up to this day about what kind of money we 
was making back then, because we were 
independent label.” Mixx adds: “All this 
Master and Puffy praise about them be- 
ing groundbreaking entrepreneurs all 
bullshit. None them ever sold records 
distributors directly. did. was true 
indie label.” 

Although Live Crew still known 
Miami group, its original incarnation 
(without Luke) was 3000 miles away. The 
original members met Riverside, Califor-

s usual, there was too much 
to see in a week that included 
venerable avant-gardist Bur- 
ton Greene at one end of the 
spectrum and crossover darling 
Diana Krall at the other. Here are three 
other shows that provided good listening. 
At Ryles on Saturday July 7, saxophon- 
ist Tim Mayer fronted sSLMN2, an outfit 
that had its inception at Wally’s in 1993 
and has been around in one form or 
another ever since. The agenda 
has been Afro-Latin jazz or standard 
jazz played in Latin arrangements. (The 
name, if you read it in Spanish, comes 
out as “five elements.”) In the middle set 
of three at Ryles, the band mixed it up 
with Cedar Walton's “Bolivia,” Monk’s 
“Evidence ,” Joe Henderson's “Serenity” 
and “Inner Urge,” and Puerto Rican com- 
poser Pedro Flores’s standard “Obsesién.” 
The Monk expert Steve Lacy once de- 
scribed all of Monk’s tunes as dances, so 
it was no surprise to see the band make 
the most the displaced accents “Evi- 
dence” with the 3-2 clave beat. Pianist 
Marcello Casagrandi emphasized rhyth- 
mic chording throughout the set, and he 
was inventive his change-ups that 
for a brief moment in his “Bolivia” solo 
he even threw off the otherwise imper- 
turbable rhythm team of drummer Pablo 
Pefia and conguero Paolo Stagnaro (son 
Boston bassist Oscar). the first couple 
tunes, the details tenor play- 
ing got buried in the heavy rhythmic mix 
(Fernando Huergo played electric bass), so 
was good hear him slice through 
alto in “Evidence.” But he really came to 
the fore on Joe Henderson's “Inner Urge,” 
clapping off the clave rhythm until piano 
came in with a repeating staccato cross- 
rhythm, then bass, then percussion, 
then finally tenor. Casagrandi built up 
staccato climax his solo and then 
Mayer entered, slower and with lighter 
percussion underneath him, mixing 
his phrasing, alternating short-phrased 
groupings and arpeggiated runs, reveling 
in a fat lower register that hadn’t been 
evident the first couple tunes, taking 
his time. It was beautiful. He was equally 
relaxed the slow cha-cha-cha “Ob- 
sesién” and on “Serenity,” which was a 
light rumba. There was plenty abstrac- 
tion in all of these, and plenty of rhyth- 
mic hurly-burly, but their best, the 
band (who play Wally’s every Thursday 
night) reminded you why Afro-Latin jazz 
popular: they’re all dances, and the 
dance beat will draw you in no matter how 
far out the band take everything else.

opening a few months ago — a swank 
“bohemian” subterranean bar/restaurant

been “Berklee nights,” and last week (July 
10) was the end of an eight-week run that 
featured bands from The New Old School on 
the student-run Revelation Records. (See

series supervisor Thaddeus Hogarth told 
between sets, “These are all bands, not just 
random groups students recruited.” 

Problem was, it’s not so easy to hear 
those bands at the Beehive. The space 
cool all-get-out brick-lined cata- 
combs, with bar the upper level that 
overlooks the music area downstairs. But 
unless you’re lucky enough to get into the 
small area fronting the bandstand, you're 
out luck. All that brick makes for noisy 
place constant din conversation 
— and anyone sitting in the main part of 
the dining room won't be able to hear the 
music in any detail.

Pharoahe timely return

the fuck up” for hyper-technical New York 
MC Pharoahe Monch to leave his mark on 
hip-hop history with “Simon Says (Get the 
Fuck Up)” eight years ago. But almost 
quickly arrived, Monch was swept 
away the wake label politics and copy- 
right law. That Godzilla sample, initially 
uncleared, has kept his solo debut, Internal 
Affairs (Priority), out print this day. 
Yet Monch, who finally released his long- 
awaited, much-delayed second album, 
Desire (Universal), on June 26, doesn’t seem 
the least bit concerned with trying to re- 
capture that fleeting moment the spot- 
light. And that’s a very good thing. 

The 13 songs on Desire are packed with 
the kind of personality and bravery that are 
too often lacking commercial hip-hop 
climate. It’s shocking to hear an album 
like this in 2007. Monch, who joins the 
Wu-Tang Clan, Cypress Hill, Talib Kweli, 
and others the “Rock the Bells” tour that 
lands at the Tweeter Center next Thursday, 
deploys cleverly twisted wordplay and skill- 
ful manipulations of rhythm that seem 
almost anachronistic and outdated. 
like watching a blacksmith hammer away, 
playing original Nintendo. But De- 
sire is the Super Mario 3 of classically trained 
MCing: “I’m the poetical pastor/Slave to 
a label but | own my masters,” he rhymes 
“Desire.” “Still get poppin’ without 
artists and repertoire/’Cause Monch is the 
monarch only minus the A&R.” Elsewhere, 
plays with the names phone com- 
panies (“Cingular, not plural”) and other 
artists (“pop shit, make you feel the Clipse 
like Pharrell”) and manages make rap- 
ping from the perspective of a bullet fresh 
on “Gun Draws.” It’s hard to figure how an 
this skilled could out the game for 
so long. 


Of course, the beats throughout Desire 
belie just how out step Monch with the 
times. Drenched with horns and gospel- 
tinged choruses, the arrangements suggest 
that he’s been cave for the better part 
decade. “Free” has bouncing guitars that 
flirt with rap rock years behind schedule; 
the abstract paranoia “What Is” comes 
across dense next the spare, spooky na- 
ture much contemporary hip-hop. The 
second half of the album is shameless neo- 
soul, good, but still a bit like OutKast releas- 
ing Aquemini right now. The only cut that’s 

fresh comes from up-and-coming De- 
troit producer Black Milk, whose “Let’s Go” 
tosses wobbly guitars and splashing cym- 
bals all over fading tape decks. Next-level 
production might catapult these lyrics right 
into the realm of an instant classic. Still, it’s 
refreshing hear album without brittle 
Neptunes ripoffs, shamelessly commercial 
Storch keyboards, or Asian strings from 
some unknown Timbaland follower. 

So, as much as Desire sounds as if it 
should have come out in 2001, there’s a lot 
to like here. In hip-hop, different is good. 
In fact, retro tracks like the celebratory 
“Push” and the recklessly funky “Body Ba- 
by” make solid case for different great. 
Rigid ideas what constitutes “real” have 
painted mainstream hip-hop into corner. 
Monch has returned just time remind 
everyone that there’s something timeless 
in skillful lyricism and soulful beats.

AMERINDIE ECHOES 
INSTITUTE CONTEMPORARY ART JULY

man Bradford Cox, who’s been known to wear dresses and to 
toss himself around bit, instead stayed rooted the floor, 
allowing the alarmingly thin arms that jutted out from his 
sleeveless Cramps T-shirt and his haunted stare speak 
his outsider status.

oé] Coward may not have been 

born in a trunk, but he moved 

into one early. actor from

Most his songs are like 
little plays, and it takes singing actors, 
more than chanteuses, to deliver them. 
In A MARVELOUS PARTY! THE NOEL COWARD 
CELEBRATION, which the American Reper- 
tory Theatre throwing Zero Arrow 
Theatre (through July 29), that’s what 
you get in Remo Airaldi, Thomas Derrah, 
Will LeBow, and Karen MacDonald: rigor- 
ous thespians slipping into something 
more comfortable. Derrah the most 
the haunting “Matelot” (from the 1945 re- 
vue Sigh No More), which Coward correctly 
pronounced “one the best songs ever 
wrote.”

t his Prairie Home Companion show 
at Tanglewood on June 30, Gar- 
rison Keillor went into one of his 
trademark reveries and began to 
tell us about Tanglewood’s “de- 
signer” fireworks. “An American 
that one was a Venti Non-Fat Mochac- 
cino . . . and there’s one in the likeness 
of James Levine, and they got it just right 
— amazing — the glasses and that fuzzy 
hair and and they’re light- 
ing another one . . . and it says, ‘Powder 
Milk Biscuits.’ ” Real life seldom lives up to 
the mottled glories of APHC, and in actual- 
ity there was no Starbucks and no Jimmy at 
“OPENING NIGHT TANGLEWOOD” July 
There was, however, thunder and lightning 
and rain, and Tanglewood was fortunate 
get the pyrotechnics which, 
seen from the parking lot, made for swell 
show, even without the caffeine. 

There were fewer fireworks the pre- 
ceding concert, which offered Mendels- 
sohn’s Overture and Incidental Music for A 
Midsummer Dream before intermission 
and Tchaikovsky's Fourth Symphony after. 
The Overture, which Levine conducted 
sans baton, was a fleet scurry with a mod- 
est donkey bray, gossamer in its detail and 
bullfrog-plangent its lower depths, the 
basses (so elevated they were looking down 
Levine) and the tuba. Rapturous ap- 
plause followed (the audience applauded 
after every movement), and then an un- 
planned 10-minute break while latecomers 
(from the benefactor tent?) were seated.

The Queen Mab-like Scherzo was all 
woodwind burble, the Intermezzo had a 
Viennese lilt, and the brass were no more 
timorous than you'd expect on a damp 
and difficult evening. the Song with 
Chorus (“You spotted snakes, with double 
tongue”), soprano Heidi Crant Murphy 
seemed determined enunciate clearly, 
with intermittent success; both she and 
mezzo-soprano Kristine Jepson could have 
been less earnest. So could Levine — note 
for note, the piece was immaculately 
played, but Shakespeare’s stealthy and 
sometimes slapstick humor was missing. 

The BSO performed the Tchaikovsky 
Fourth with guest conductor Christoph 
von Dohnanyi last April, and the result 
was what you expect from Dohnanyi: 
great tensile and structural strength, not 
a lot of shimmer. Levine made more of 
Tchaikovsky’s instrumental detail, espe- 
cially his ravishing woodwinds; everything 
shimmered. But not everything convinced. 
The opening horn-and-bassoon fanfare 
wobbled, the jabbing second-violin and 
viola eighth notes that underlie the main 
theme were unthreatening, and there was 
weight the three massive chords that 
try to hold back the first movement's ram- 
pant conclusion. You’d never guess that 
Fate hovers over the proceedings like great 
bird prey all sounded tight and 
unresonant Timothy Genis’s timpani, 
muggy reading for muggy evening. 

The cantilena Andantino suffered from 
neurasthenic oboe, the pizzicato Scherzo 
from shrill piccolos; neither movement 
enjoyed dance pulse really hushed play- 
ing. In the Allegro con fuoco finale, how- 
ever, Levine let loose, and if he didn’t beat 
Evgeny Mravinsky’s supersonic 7:54 for this 
movement, he did finish with all hands on 
board (Mravinsky’s Leningrad Philharmon- 
appears have lost few route) while 
giving the birch-tree folk tune unusual 
cogency and matching the lightning’s in- 
cendiary fury. 

My benchmarks for the Fourth are 
Mravinsky, and Otto Klemperer with the 
Philharmonia, and Igor Markevitch with the 
London Symphony; each, his different 
way, makes it sound like the most romantic 
and passionate symphony the 19th cen- 
tury. These readings breathe fire and rain 
tears. doggedly immersed itself 
the notes. First there was digital sound; now 
have digital playing and digital interpre- 
tation. What happened and sway”? 


Then there’s digital dance. That same 
weekend, Jacob’s Pillow brought 
NEDERLANDS DANS THEATER Il, NDT’s young 


company (ages 17 to 22), to perform Jifi 
Kylian’s Sleepless, Hans van Manen’s Simple 
Things, and Johan Inger’s Dream Play. The “II” 
in youth-company names always suggests 
“second-tier,” but what they lack experi- 
ence they make up for in energy, as those 
who've seen Nacho Duato’s Madrid-based 
Nacional Danza the Pil- 
low here Boston can attest. Former 
Boston Ballet II fireball Andrea Schermoly 
(she lit up the 2002 world premiere of Jorma 
Elo’s SHARP side of DARK) moved on to NDT2, 
rom which she’s since graduated. The 15 
current members of NDT2 are simi- 
larly fabulous movers, but there 
was an anonymity about the three 
dances they presented. didn’t 
help that the program failed 
identify who was dancing what. 

Set “original composition” 
Dirk Haubrich based Mo- 
zart’s Adagio for Class Harmonica, 
Kylian’s Sleepless opens with a lone woman 
poised front six dark panels, one 
which is lit and against which she throws 
large shadow. She writhes and gyrates 
and eventually moves toward the screen, 
which point the shadow appears peel 
back the panel she can plunge through 
it, like Alice venturing through the looking 
The lights come up, and it’s apparent 
that the six panels are white sheets hang- 
ing from clothes line. Hands and 
feet poke through the openings, and new 
figures emerge, six dancing mostly 
couples, one slate-blue leotard and 
trousers, one olive green, one burgun- 
dy. There are echoes Kylian’s leg-pulling 
Symphony in D in the way the dancers appear 
and disappear, but only faint ones, and 
the couples have distinct personalities, 
didn’t register with just one view- 
ing. (The music didn’t make any impact 
either.) The piece ends began, single 
woman moving toward and through the 
curtain, as if her shadow were more real to 
her than the other five dancers. thought- 
provoking start but a merely provoking 
finish. 

The same pattern prevails Hans van 
unitards spackled with white jimmies and 
held with red spaghetti straps dance, 
mostly unison after one does initial 
solo, to what sounds like a bandoneén. (It’s 
Klucevsek Alan Bern’s Scarlatti Fever, 
which followed Haydn piano trio and 
then piano work Péteris Vasks.) Two 
women appear knee-length dresses made 
the same material, with the same red 
straps, and pair off with the men; after the 
Tequisite comings and goings, get two

extended duets, the second which, 
Vasks’s White Landscape, is almost romantic. 
Then the women off for good and there’s 
a virtual da capo of the opening section. 

Last summer at the Pillow, Emanuel 
Gat Dance turned Stravinsky’s Le sacre du 
printemps into casino rueda salsa. This year 
was Swedish choreographer Johan Inger’s 
turn. Dream Play makes the first part 
Sacre, “L’adoration de la terre,” into a dance 
nocturne that’s framed man red 
circus fez and woman passer-by red 
coat with a fur collar. The fez whizzes up 
into the air, the man collapses heap, 
and the dream begins, kind urban- 
jungle story four men (in gray skirts and 
socks), two women (one with a rectangle 
on her back, the other with an oval), anda 
big wooden trapezoidal structure that turns 
out to have a trapdoor. At one point, Oval 
Woman appears get shot, but then she 
recovers. There’s lots attitude what 
appears war between the sexes, but, 
94 years after its premiere, Sacre is far more 
radical than this contemporary work from 
2000. And, yes, this piece too ends as it be- 
gan. modern dance going circles? 

The following weekend, the DANCERS OF 
THE ROYAL DANISH BALLET went pre-digital 
and then some. Dance Denmark an- 
chored August Bournonville (1805-1879), 
who created some the earliest ballets that 
are still the repertory Abdallah, Napoli, 
Sylphide and was artistic director the 
Royal Theatre Copenhagen for nearly 
years. Birthed ballet’s pre-virtuoso days, 
Bournonville style light, elegant, gra- 
cious: ballon (a floating kind of elevation) 
central, and épaulement (the carriage 
the upper body), and flickering footwork. 
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Eschewing big, showy moves for sequences 
small, simple ones, it’s conversation 
rather than spectacle: Bournonville danc- 
ers spend less time preening for the audi- 
ence and more time winking one anoth- 
er. And the footwork often ennobled 
extension of real dances: minuets, waltzes, 
hornpipes, jigs. 

The program the Dancers the Royal 
Danish Ballet two principals, three solo- 
ists, seven company members brought 
the Pillow included four Bournonville 
pieces the pas deux from The Flower Fes- 
tival in Genzano, the Jockey Dance from From 
Siberia to Moscow, the divertissement from La 
Sylphide, and the pas six and tarantella 
from plus the pas deux from 
Harald Lander’s Festival Polonaise (1942/1963), 
Tim Rushton’s Triplex (1999), and My Knees 
member Louise Midjord. opened well 
the two performances I saw (both with the 
same cast). Principal Thomas Lund and 
corps member Kizzy Howard came out like 
innocent children, she all coy looks till 
invited her dance, and they hardly took 
their eyes off each other; executed some 
complete double tours and few delicate 
ronds jambe, she offered supported 
arabesque penchée with her hands behind 
her back. Mads Eriksen and Sebastian 
Kloberg the Jockey Dance brandished 
their whips on their invisible horses (and 
occasionally each other) their good- 
humored attempts win both the race and 
the audience’s favor; at the curtain call, the 
winner pointed the loser and flashed 
“mezzo mezzo” hand signal. Tim Matiakis 
was dashing James with both precision 
and flair his beats and entrechats and 
renversés; Diana Cuni the Sylphide made 
her simple sissonnes and developpés 
seconde into stabs yearning. was re- 
freshing these pieces see the curtain 
rise empty space, dance with begin- 
ning instead of always starting in medias res. 

My Knees Are Cold, on the other hand, is an 
unexceptional piece contemporary chore- 
ography, three parts, for two couples 
white shirts, black short shorts, and black 
knee socks. (The uncredited lighting threw 
off blue glints.) The music starts jazzy and 
ends global, with Cat Power covering Moby 
Grape’s “Naked Want To” between; 
the movement athletic and anonymous, 
with less sex in it than in one of Kizzy 
Howard’s coy looks. Midway through, 
one the men pulls his left sock down 
his ankle; then in the third part, he pulls 
back again. Triplex has better music 
— Bach’s Keyboard Concerto No. 5 — but 
nothing more original mind for its trio, 
barechested pair men and girl red 
top (Diana Cuni the performances saw); 
they show off and compete for her (lots of 
fanny wiggling from everyone the slow 
movement), but the end, one look from 
her leaves them flat. Splitting these the 
program was the Harald Lander piece, 
music Johan Svendsen that was altogeth- 
too grand for the modest Ted Shawn The- 
atre stage. The choreography also seemed 
too big for both the stage and the dancers, 
principal Gudrun Bojesen and soloist Ulrik 
Birkkjzr; the Bournonville sensibility, on 
which Lander draws, was there, but not all 
the basics virtuosity: dou- 
ble tours and lifts and manéges with zip. 

The closing Napoli excerpt likewise had 
problems: poor ensemble from girls’ 
quartet, too many nervous looks, and lifts 
that barely got off the ground. Even the 
costuming was puzzle: two ladies wore 
the exact same yellow outfit, and Gennaro 
(Tim Matiakis) had the exact same outfit 
one the corps dancers. Once they got 
going, however, in a succession of folkish 
solos and duets, there was enough fancy 
footwork that much matter who 
was who.

Francine Clark Institute’s “THE UN- 
KNOWN MONET: PASTELS AND DRAWINGS” 
(through September 16) is a red-chalk 
Portrait of aWoman whose identity is, well, 
unknown. used thought that she 
was Camille Doncieux, Monet’s first wife. 
Then was suggested that might Al- 
ice Hoschedé, who became his second wife, 
after Camille’s death childbirth. third 
candidate is Alice’s daughter Suzanne, who 
was one the artist’s favorite models. 
short, don’t know what the three most 
important women Monet’s life looked 
like, and for this drawing have possible 
dates that span 30 years. Unknown indeed. 

“The Unknown Monet” could the 

kind name you give show with work 
famous artist that’s unknown because 
it’s not very good. That’s not the case here. 
This summer blockbuster easily par 
with the MFA’s Edward Hopper show 
making its only American stop the Clark, 
after gracing the Royal Academy Arts 
London this past spring. The first point 
makes that there’s hardly any work 
Monet that isn’t good, even you watch 
him develop into the master the great se- 
rial grainstacks and water lilies and Rouen 
Cathedral facades. The second that, even 


though he’s one of Western 
Civilization’s most attend- 
ed-to artists, there’s lot 
about Monet we still don’t 
know. This show, and its 
copious accompanying cata- 
logue, by James A. Ganz and 
Richard Kendall, is only the 
beginning of finding out. 
There is, we discover, a 
lot the artist didn’t want 
know. the catalogue 
explains, “It clear that 
Monet, in league with his 
dealers, played crucial 
role the construction 
his public persona, both 
the manipulation his life 
story and the articulation 
his the heart 
this public-relations cam- 
paign was effort por- 
tray Monet the master 
plein-air painting, artist 
who toted canvases into the 
landscape and painted 
the speed light. Yet while 
his defenders consistently 
suppressed the notion that 
might have recourse 
preparatory drawings, Mo- 
net played active role 
promoting his work in the 
media producing repro- 
ductive more appropri- 
ately ‘interpretive’ drawings 
after his own paintings.” 
Monet sidestepped this ap- 
parent contradiction in- 
sisting that these drawings, 
made his paintings could 
reproduced the media, 
were means public-rela- 
tions end and of no artistic 
importance. “The Unknown 
Monet” argues otherwise 
and short testimony the back-from- 
the-dead artist himself, there’s possibil- 
ity rebuttal. 

What you might not know about this 
artist: born Paris 1840, grew 
Havre, the Normandy coast; teen- 
ager, became sought-after caricaturist, 
signing his works “Oscar Monet” (Oscar 
was his other given name); in 1861, he was 
conscripted and sent to Algeria, where he 
served for two years before being sent home 
with typhoid fever; 1865, attempted 
15-by-20-foot rival Manet’s Déjeuner sur 
that resisted even his prodigious tal- 
ent and was eventually broken up. Monet’s 
caricatures portraits-charges are mostly 
charcoal “big heads” Havre business- 
men; it’s odd to think that, over the re- 


maining years his career, produced 
hardly any serious portraits. Neither is it 
clear what anything drew from his 
Algerian sojourn, apart from a vibrancy of 
color that’s not evident his teenage work. 

The major categories of “The Unknown 
Monet” are the caricatures, the pastels, 
the “reproductive” drawings, and the 
preliminary drawings, many of these last 
preserved in sketchbooks. Although pastel 
was not, in late-19th-century France (or 
anywhere else, for that matter), considered 
the medium of serious art, it’s easy to see 
why appealed Monet “Improvis- 
ing textures and transitions hue the 
scene evolved in front of him,” Ganz and 
Kendll write, “Monet could blur the edge of 
moving cloud with his fingertips add 
streaks light the sun suddenly illumi- 
nated tree path.” Where his paintings 
merely vibrate with electromagnetic force, 
the pastels After the Rain, Broad Landscape, 
Bank the Seine seem change before 
your eyes. The drawings — both the black- 
chalk originals that he made as a display of 
draftsmanship (The Port before 
drawing was deleted from his CV, and those 
that translated oil into line (View of Rouen) 

are just startling. Deprived color, 

he creates a new vocabulary to match his 
explosive vision, and the boldness his 
composition the way the massive rock 
formation expunges the left horison Cliffs 
and Sea, Sainte-Adresse stands out bolder 
relief. The sketchbooks — whose use ex- 
tends the very latest water-lily paintings 
— are riotous, anarchic, Monet’s imagina- 
tion running wild. How many preliminary 
drawings did destroy order remain 
the artist who painted the speed light? 
never know. 

the Clark, “The Unknown Monet” 
accented paintings, notably the 
Clark’s own The Cliffs of Etretat and Rouen 
Cathedral, and though seems 
ungrateful show about paper turn 
back canvas, it’s hard not want 
look these the light what 
learned. Courbet’s earlier Cliff Etretat 
lounged at a comfortable distance; 
Monet’s version in-your-face, half light 
and half shadow, warmed by its patch 
orange, positing its needle rock and 
weather-hewn arch as a kind of romantic 
nature temple or just two hunks of lime- 
stone, your choice. Rouen Cathedral, Facade 
likewise cropped tighter than the 
version, bursting shapes and colors that 
portend Gothic mystery faith even 
they keep dissolving into meaningless 
shapes and colors. Monet’s achievement 
was the line learned walk between 
the eye and the brain. His art never has to 
worry about being modern.

One the great dreams any art 
aficionado whether your passion 
painting or performance or books or music 
— is the dream of stumbling on a new, 
unheralded talent and then telling your 
friends all about it to prove how cool and 
in-the-know you are. It’s this hope be- 
ing surprised by somebody or something 
you haven't seen before that’s the lure of 
shows like “New Art Collective: Emerging 
Curators Select” at Montserrat College of 
Art in Beverly and “New Art '07” at Kings 
ton Gallery in Boston. 

At Montserrat, gallery director Leonie 
Bradbury and assistant director Shana Du- 
mont invited emerging New England cura- 
tors submit three artists for consider- 
ation. Then they whittled it down to nine 
curators each picking one artist. 

The artist to rave to your friends about 
Somervillian Mary O’Malley, who was 
nominated by Watertown’s Kristen Zeiser, 
an assistant director of the Clark Callery 
Lincoln. O’Malley draws elaborate, 
intricate designs birds and flowers 
cascades silver and gold ink lines and 
dashes black paper. Mental Map looks 
like shimmering, morphing jellyfish. Her 
ravishing decorative patterns feel like Art 
Nouveau energized obsessive mark 
making typical great outsider art. 

The rest the show uneven which 
the nature these things. Dumont 
nominated Bostonian Irina Rozovsky’s ro- 
mantic photos. one, tree, blurred 
seen from a moving car or train, obscures a 
golden sky and boys dirt field playing 
ballgame. Elsewhere, fireworks erupt 
the horizon city rooftops and mountain 
top peeks above soft grainy clouds. Some 
Rozovsky images feel like sweet memories 

mundane moments transformed into 
epiphanies; some just remain mundane. 


Throughout the exhibit, 
formal issues particularly 
penchant for patterns lines 
content. These are mild de- 
signs, and your preference 
will likely depend what 
sort pattern floats your 
boat. 

For those who like 
squares, there’s Boston- 
ian Patrick Short, whom 
Cambridge curator Heidi 
Marston selected to cover a 
black-painted gallery wall 
with hundreds overlap- 
ping squares drawn in white 
chalk. The geometric sea is 
parted bare black stripe 
that runs down the center. 
This is Sol LeWitt territory, 
and Short doesn’t escape the 
shadow the late conceptual 
master. Prefer polka dots? 
Cambridge curator Leika Aki- 
yama presents Lincoln paint- 
silhouette woman speck- 
led with dots, and Eternal 
Peace, a field of dots that suggest the head 
and shoulders of a deer. 

Phaedra Shanbaum of Jamaica Plain’s 
Axiom Callery presents abstract comput- 
er animations by Shawn Towne of Buz- 
zards Bay which patterns light and 
dark lines spin and blink. Bradbury of- 
fers Portsmouth (New Hampshire) artist 
Barbara Rita Jenny’s kaleidoscopic grid 
bunched-up, wrinkled skin — apparently 
manipulated photos fingers printed 
hanging banner and floor tiles. 
From what I’ve seen in reproduction, Jen- 
ny’s fleshy mutant designs are fascinat- 
ing and creepy their basic units, but 
when she repeats them and turns them 
into wallpaper, she does here, they’re 
dulled in the pattern. 

Orange artist Amy Borezo’s soft, 
sensitive gouache and acrylic paintings, 
forms melt into abstract islands floating 
amid white expanses paper. Gods Eye 
(2007) includes a rainbow-striped dia- 
mond (like one those Eye” yarn- 
and-stick things), some green steps, a 
brown shadow, couple snow gear run- 
ning arm arm. 

The show is rounded out by Bostonian 
Katie jittery videos horse’s 
eye and electric wires seen from moving

lot this stuff feels young and art- 
schooly which appropriate, since sev- 
eral the artists are fresh out school. 
(Short is still working his way toward his 
undergraduate degree.) The work has its 
enthusiasm recommend it, but much 
feels imitative, the artists were still 
working their way their own voices 
test-driving familiar styles. 

national juried show which guest cura- 
tor Nato Thompson, former Mass MoCA 
curator who recently became curator and 
producer for Creative Time in New York, 
weeded through more than 500 submis- 
sions choose artists, each whom 
has single piece featured here. The result 
another mixed bag that could benefit 
from having fewer artists and offering 
more pieces each one. 

Bostonian Joe Kitsch’s 2007 bright fun 
painting Sacco and Vanzetti features the ti- 
tle blocky digital-style banner over 
pair middle-finger-waving Mooninites 
from the show Aqua Teen Hunger Force. 


It’s amusing homage 
the brouhaha over the Moon- 
inite guerrilla marketing 
advertisements (a/k/a corpo- 
rate vandalism) that caused 
Massachusetts officials 
shut down Boston roads and 
trains back in January when 
one the Lite-Brite-style 
signs was found stuck 

the underside of Route 93 in 
Charlestown. 

Kitsch (his “brush name,” 
according to his Web site) isa 
witty, poppy artist. This paint- 
ing comes from his series 
mass hysteria, which includes 
the Salem witch scare, the 
interment Japanese-Ameri- 
cans during World War Il, and 
the 1951 Rosenberg trial. He’s 
right say that officials 
least initially overreacted 
to the Mooninite kafuffle, but 
his analogy off: comparing 
that Salem and interment 
and executions like compar- 
ing small-time dictators 
Hitler. 

New Yorker Linda Byrne’s Pendulous 
Nest 1 (2005) is a cocoon-like nest made 
plastic six-pack rings dangling from 
tree branch.

In bleak and frozen Buffalo — where 

darkness descends early, dirty snow 
banks crowd the streets, and the preferred 
way to stay warm at Bills games is to drink 
copiously — people are looking for love. 

Fortunately for Buffalonian lonelyhearts, 
Patti Novak is on the case. On Confessions of 
a Matchmaker (A&E, Saturday @ 10 pm), this 
flame-haired spitfire sharp leather 
jacket shuffles manila folders and dispenses 
frank advice as she finds love for a city with 
one of the highest percentages of singles. 

Often, it’s easy to see why Novak's cli- 
ents are flying solo. There’s Lynn, a bub- 
bly bottle blonde with the voice of a tipsy 
Betty Boop and the maturity of a brand new 
Barbie doll. Now 33, she’s still attracted 
to the college meatheads who crowd the 
city’s boozehall row, Chippewa Street. 
Matthew is an earnest African-American 
minister who doesn’t confine his preaching 
to the pulpit and begs his dinner dates to 
go to church. Charlie, a former“Mr. Nude 
Universe ,” has ballooned to more than 300 
pounds the years since that august 
title was bestowed. Paul, a musician who 
works in a guitar shop, nonetheless still 
plans multi-platinum. Novak recites 
checklist his peccadilloes: self-ab- 
sorbed, he’s turning off girls, he needs an 
ego check. She doesn’t mention his ridicu- 
lous goatee. 

But Novak nothing not dedicated. 
These “love victims” are just deserving 
and capable of romance as the rest of us, af- 
ter all. She’s sympathetic and empathetic;

when she wonders aloud how one client, 
Amy, could have transformed from a “sexy 
hot chick into a coddling mother hen,” Amy 
weeps and Novak cries along with her. 

More often, however, she looks askance 
over her stylish glasses, telling like 
is. She warns one grotesquely overtanned 
husk woman that she’s going look 
even less like Carmen Electra years 
than she thinks she does now. When 
ego-bloated Paul returns from dinner 
having talked ceaselessly about himself 
and learned nothing about his date (“She 
works at some sorta office job or some- 
thin’ ”), Novak puts it plainly: “You are 
terrible.” Such behavior makes “you go 
from an 8 to a 2,” she tells him. Paul’s eyes 
widen: “You think I’m 8?” 

Novak has unique style. Matchmak- 
ers don’t usually connect people with their 
polar opposites. But, hey, we’ve got a TV 
show to make. When holy-roller Matthew 
comes looking for love, Novak sets him 
with vehement secularist. She pairs 
childish thirtysomething Lynn with re- 
cent college grad who’s years more mature 
than she is. makes for funny television 
but not many successful dates. 

Consider the excruciating case sweet 
and gentle John, a 41-year-old virgin. 
Here’s a man who’s terrified of sex — and, 
arguably, the opposite sex sent 
date with a libidinous succubus. You can 
see the beads sweat forming his 
forehead she peppers him with ques- 
tions about his bedroom habits. Upon 

his return from dinner, 
Novak has news for him:

through contemporary narrative. It’s 
honest genre, descending from the likes 
Two Cities.

See is much too serious a writer to trade 
anachronisms for popularity, and she weaves 
details death and marriage rituals, 
well as such real literary sources as the fas- 
cinating The Three Wives’ Commentary (which 
she has her characters pen). Similar research 
fueled Snow Flower and the Secret Fan. 

But in that i9th-century story, See’s heroine 
expressed more timeless, not modern, 
sensibility, using period details illustrate 
the suffering foot binding, for example. 
Peony, which set 200 years earlier, the 
protagonist more completely her time, 
and she matures, she becomes increas- 
ingly obedient. One her last acts 
instruct poor mother the foot binding 
her daughter. Although Peony acknowledges 
the “blinding whiteness pain,” she gives 
much less consideration than Snow Flower 
did, drawing “mother love” turn six- 
year-old into more valuable “inside girl.” 
Perhaps that’s how women rationalized their 
actions, but after the horrors realistically de- 
picted Snow Flower, this neutral approach 
disturbing. And with the entire story told 
in first person by Peony, there’s no evident 
authorial consciousness intervene.

“You can back more than 
two thousand years the Book Songs,” she 
says, “and see that many of the poems were 
written women and girls.” the wake 
her own death, Peony’s mother has become 
more supportive. But that’s cold comfort for 
any readers seeking sympathetic heroines.
